derers iu Alaska. 
Mr. Pierrepont was 


a witness. At Juneau ia a small harbor, 
•throe miles back of which is a camp of 
•'thirty-live gold miners. Near to here'a 
miner was found murdered. In tho at- 
tempt to arrest the three, assassins one 
was shot and'tho other two 'captured, 
handcuffed, and placed in captivity un- 
der guard. In the night the guard mo- 
mentarily stepped aside. One of' tin 
Indians removed his shackles, .arid 
wilh. an ax liberated the other. Thej 
thon seized a revolver and killed the 
guard on his return. The Indians es- 
caped, but one was caught and hanged 
on tho. spot. When the visitors ar- 
rived fiire'd mourners were making the 
air hideous over his reioains. Influence 
was brought to bour on tho chief of the 
Jiitkas, whose men captured tho remain- 
ing assassin in' 
the mountain's and 


turned him over to the whites. In 
twenty-fire minutes lio.'was. sentenced 
to hang, and Mr. _Pierrepont met tho 
whites conveying him" 'to the gallows. 
He stopped the cortege, heard all the 
evidence, which was convincing. The 
loader in explanation said-that, as the 
United States had given .them no.gov- 
ernment, in the absence of 'courts, offi- 
cers and authority, they had -to meto 
out their 6wn justice. The criminal 
was. then led upon the gallows, and, 
b'tfing a "converted!':;Indian, said tho 
"Lord's,prayer-1 and bade adieu to all. 
The, leader then ordered every member 
ol" tlio camp to . take hold of the ropo 
and become a party to ,tho responsibil- 
itv: "The victim died within' forty min- 
utes after his capture.
